Mr. John Ward, one of the best 
known residents of this city, died at his 
Imnie <in Ward street, Newton Centre, 
yesterday.

Many an experienced caterer would 
be daunted at the prospect of serving 
a luncheon to TOO persons five time* 
each week. 

But this i* the work which the teach- 
ers and pupils of the household eco- 
nomic department of the Newton tech- 
nical high school have attempted this 
year, and they are accomplishing the 
task in a manner that must be very 
satisfactory to Newton school officials, 
parents and to the pupils who eat the 
food prepared for them by the conking 
classes of the school. 

To teach young girls how |o prepare 
simple hut appetizing and healthful 
lunches at low cost is educational work 
of great practical value, and Mrs. 
Blanche E. Hyde, head of the depart- 
ment of household economics, and her 
three competent assistants deserve ap- 
preciation for the executive ability, the 
indefatigable labor and the skill which 
they exhibit in planning and carrying 
out the work of their department. 

A tempting menu consisting of some 
well-made soup, sandwiches and cocoa, 
to which is added occasionally a tooth- 
some salad, or a tiny ramekin of maca- 
roni and cheese, or a hit of desert, is 
ready for 700 hungry pupils every 
school day at 11 :45. The work or pre- 
paring and serving this lood is done 
entirely by the cooking classes of the 
school. . , . 

The girls are taught not only how to 
prepare th. food, l.at they arc taught 
also how to order the needed supp les, 
and arc so instructed in prices that 
thev can prepare lunches that will 
come within a limited sunt of ninnev. 

Recently the cooking classes of this 
.chool prepared ami served lnnchcs for 
.100 women during the meeting of® 
federation of home economic club- 
which was hold in the technical high 

“''“'teachers’ lunch of three courses 
is prepared and served every day In 
the pupils. This gives the girls a wider 
range of effort, and tiie meals arc 
made as varied and attractive as pos- 

SlW \nothcr practical feature of the work 
U the fact that the sale of lunch tickets, 
the keening of the accounts and pay- 
ment of the bills for supplies, is made a 
part of tbe school work of the commer- 
cial department of tbe school.

: rlety of the First Baptist Hnm-h ohscrv 
cfl the fortieth anniversary of its or- 
ganization last Tuesday afternoon and 
evening. Two of the eleven constituent 
members arc still living, and were pres- 
ent to participate in the occasion : Mrs. 
Alvah IJovey and Mr*. Galusha \nder- 
son, both residing in Newton Centre, 
and members of this church. 

The exercise* were of exceptional in- 
terest and appropriateness. Those in 
the afternoon were held in the chapel 
Mrs. M. Grant Edmands. president of 
the society, and also of the Woman's 
Baptist Foreign Missionary Society, pre- 
siding. 

The exercises included solos hy Mrs. 
S. \V. Wilder. “Per«nnal Reminiscen- 
ces" by Mrs. Alvah Ilovey assisted by 
Miss Adelaide I, Pierce, an “Historical 
Sketch” of unusual interest hy Mrs. 
Galusha Anderson : an afUIress on 
“Present Day Results” by Mrs. H. G. 
Safford. Corresponding Secretary of the 
Woman’s Baptist Foreign Missionary 
Society and another on “Our Outlook” 
by Mrs. Edmands. 

A social season followed, during 
which many out-of-town guests visited 
the Home for Missionaries’ Children and 
the Hasscltine House. Supper was serv- 
ed in the dining-room. 

The evening exercises established a 
precedent in missionary anniversaries 
of this character. The music consisted 
of selections by a ladies’ chorus, and a 
soprano solo by Miss Marian Haskell. 

The main program was devoted to 
six striking scenes, original, and illus- 
trating important epochs in woman's 
missionary work. The first scene rep- 
resented “The Parlor Meeting in Brook- 
line. 1829”: the second. “The Meeting 
in this Church. February. 1871”, organ- 
izing this society and calling the meet- 
ing which gave birth to the Woman's 
Baptist Foreign Missionary Society. 
This scene was enhanced in interest by 
thc fact that the parts were taken by 
the grand daughters of the women who 
attended the meeting in February 1871. 
The third scene led across the ocean to 
"Gospel Light in Burma”: the fourth 
was “Zenana Work in India”: the fifth. 
"The Uplifting of Chinese Women”:

Japan.” 

The first two scenes had special his- 
torical and local significance. The last 
four gave an exceptional glimpse at 
the difficulties, environments, obstacles 
and achievements in woman's work for 
woman in . the Eastern world. They 
conspired to make an impression such 
as no address, or even illustrated lec- 
ture. could have produced. 

The exercises concluded with re- 
marks on “The Influence of our Church 
Life” by the pastor. Rev. M. A. Levy. 
The company then repaired to the chap- 
el for refreshments. — dainty, unusual. 
Oriental. — and all departed conscious 
that they had spent a profitable and in- 
spiring afternoon and evening.^ 

PAUPERS MUST WORK. 

That the people of Newton who apnlv 
to the charity department for assistance 
are unwilling to work in payment has 
been demonstrated hy a new system put 
into effect hy Ernest R. Lowe, overseer 
of the poor. Of a number who applied 
for aid only one was willing to do a 
day’s work at the city home to pay for 
the fuel or food given. 

In the past the needv have been sup- 
plied with orders for the necessities of 
life whenever thev asked. Recently all 
applicants for aid have been informed 
that if there was an able bodied man in- 
cluded in their family he must work for 
a day at the city home in Newton High- 
lands. The orders given out by the char- 
ily department are for $2 each and this 
was considered a fair wage for a day of 
unskilled labor. The work offered is gen- 
era! and includes a ti»**le with a large 
woodpile. Of all who have applied since 
this ride went into effect only .me ha* 
seemed po**e**ed of enough energy to 
pav for what be got. Tbe others have 
declined with different degrees, of dis- 
gust.

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RIVER BANK SUBWAY REPEAL. 

The question of the repeal of the 
Rivcrbank Subway Act is of vital im- 
portance to citizens of Newton at the 
present time. 

One naturally asks when ibis question 
is considered, how did the Rivcrbank 
route happen to he selected? It was 
not selected in flic interest of the Bos- 
ton Elevated Railway Company or any 
other special interest but in the inter- 
est of Boston as a whole. Three public 
spirited Boston gentlemen gave $2(M*1 
to have an engineer absolutely without 
bias investigate the three routes pro- 
posed. namelv — Commonwealth Avenue. 
Boylston Street ami the Rivcrbank. 
The Commonwealth Avenue route was 
found to be altogether too expensive. 
The Boylston Street route was found 
to be nearly as expensive, involving 
difficult sewerage questions and the re- 
construction of gas. water, electric light, 
telephone and other conduits, the shor- 
ing up of all buildings and expensive 
provisions that must be made for the 
continuance of transit traffic during 
construction. 

The available route was therefore 
found to tie the Rivcrbank route and 
elaborate and very careful plans were 
made which have since been approved 
hy the Committee on Metropolitan Af- 
fairs, bv the Legislature in 1907, by the 
House of Representatives and Senate in 
that vear and by the Governor who 
signed the bill. It was then approved 
bv the Board of Directors of the Ele- 
vated Railwav which accepted the pro- 
visions of the Act in July. 1907. and hy 
the Transit Commission whtch. after 
a public hearing, decided that public 
necessity and convenience required its 
construction without delay. Finally the 
Railroad Commissioners after a public 
hearing. Fixed the number and location 
of the stations. These arc to be at Mas- 
sachusetts Avenue, at Dartmouth street, 
and at Charles street which will insure 
rapid transit to Newton, saving froni 
twelve to twenty minutes in transit. 
Following the location of the stations, 
$500,000 of the Boston Rivcrbank Sub- 
way Loan bonds for the construction of 
this subway were issued hy the City, 
and more than $20,000 have been ex- 
pended for plans, borings, estimates, 
etc., all of which would be wasted if 
the Act was repealed. Then when work 
was about to he commenced and at the 
very last minute certain gentlemen 
formed what they called ‘‘The Boylston 
Street Merchant’s Association.” They 
had elaborate plans made which includ- 
ed sidewalks underneath the street and 
four tracks on two of which express 
cars would run while the other two 
would he locals. They got out a great 
deal of literature and this hill presented 
to the Legislature to repeal the River- 
hank Subway Act. 

Now. are these gentlemen acting un- 
selfishly in the interest of rapid transit 
or arc they acting simply to retain all 
of the present traffic? If they are act- 
ing unselfishly in the interest of rapid 
transit why did they not propose this 
plan years ago for it has taken more 
than live years to get the Riverbank 
Subway through to the present state and 
it would take much more than five 
years to get the more elaliorate Boyl- 
ston Street idea through to the point 
of beginning excavation? If they are 
acting in the interests of rapid transit 
how docs it happen that no organization 
in the City besides their own is favoring 
the Bovlston Street plan? On the other 
hand the United Improvement Associa- 
tion of Boston, the Faneuil Hall Im- 
provement Association of Brighton and 
the West End Improvement Association 
of Boston are all behind the Rivcrbank 
Subwav idea, besides a body of public 
snirited citizens, consisting of Dcstnoml 
Fitzgerald, Wm. C. Codnian. George 
R. Uphani. Win. Allen Haves, Freder- 
ick S. Whit well. March G. Bennett. 
Charles 1\ Adams, 2d. Charles II. 
Fiskc. Jr.. R. Clipston Sturgis, Alexan- 
der Cochrane. Karl Kilhurn and oth- 
ers. 

It is perfectly self-evident that if 
Newton is to have good street car ser- 
vice to Boston without a delay of many 
years the Rivcrbank Subwav must go 
through. Regardless of whether it is 
best for others, it is manifestly best for 
Newton, and should not every public 
spirited citizen do what he can for 
it. One wav is to write or speak to 
Members of the Committee on Metro- 
politan Affairs, of which Committee Mr. 
Bolhfeld of Newton is House chairman, 
mid Mr. Mulligan of Natick our Sena 
tor is Senate chairman.

i earnestly hope that residents of this 
city an<J, indeed, ot the metropolitan 
district, will not he carried ott their feet, 
by. the determined, organized ettorts ot 
manners oi the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, to persuade the people that 
their l mure well being lies in the adop- 
tion of the plan of a metropolitan ad- 
visory council. In tlie first place it is 
yet to be proved that any change is ne- 
cessary, and while the Chamber Com- 
mittee is diligently presenting alleged 
reasons for the creation of the proposed 
council, it has absolutely no right to ar- 
gue that unless its plan of salvation is 
accepted, the various municipalities in 
tlie district, will be face to face with 
annexation to Boston. . 

My readers should reject this specious 
argument without question. Annexation 
to Boston is not only remote, under 
present conditions, but would be more 
possible under the Chamber plan than 
now. With the fear of annexation re- 
moved. one can consider the advantages 
and disadvantages more judicially and 
impartially. There is much truth in the 
assertion that without Boston, there 
could be no Newton. We arc essentially 
dependent upon the metropolis for our 
very existence. But this does not mean 
that we must sacrifice our local inde- 
pendence at the dictum of a commercial 
organization, just because certain mem- 
bers of that organization believe that 
Boston needs the advertising ami pres- 
tige which a larger district would prob- 
ably attract. With the exception of a 
more efficient control over the present 
metropolitan parks, water and sewers, 
the Chamber has not presented a single 
valid argument for federation, which 
cannot be met, without the possible 
dangers of such consolidation. The bet- 
ter fire protection is already half ac- 
complished. Uniform building and health 
laws can be obtained under present 
conditions as well as under the propos- 
ed advisory plan. Harbor improvements 
are of no direct interest to the suburban 
municipalities, and would require state 
support in any event. The necessity for 
radial highways is yet to be proved, as 
engineers have long pointed to Boston 
as a fine example of the best planned 
city in that respect. What we need in 
this direction is not thru routes to and 
from Boston, but better highways upon 
a circumference around Boston. These, 
too, can he easily arranged with the co- 
operation of the Highway Commission.! 

Boiled down to its essence, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce is urging this change ! 
for the sole purpose of advertising Bns- 1 
ton. While this is a most commendable 
reason, it should be arranged without , 
the enmi’ersome plan of a metropolitan 
council. Pressure brought to bear on 
the Census Bureau at Washington to ar- ; 
ranee statistics by industrial districts I 
would bring this about, and even if an j 
act of Congress was necessary, such a | 
course would be far less dangerous than j 
the plan now proposed. 

One well informed gentleman slates 
the case m««t conci«clv when he de- 
clnrpc fbpt if »he advisorv council is 
established, and fails to meet the ex- 
pectations of its friends, that fact will 
be urged as a reason for giving it more 
and more power. If it is a success, 
more newer will naturally be delegated.

decision will he strongly in favor of 
the latter. This is exactly the situation 
in ward two. The polling places here- 
tofore have been located so as to con- 
venience the voters who use the steam 
railroad, and, indeed, this is the case in 
about every precinct of the city. The 
ward two situation, however, is differ- 
ent as the proposed new precinct con- 
tains a large majority of voters who 
arc employed in this city. It is to be 
hoped that the aldermen will not at - 1 
tempt to save a few hundred dollars, by I 
making two precincts, as at present, 
and simply changing the lines. This , 
plan would give one precinct of over 
800 voters of whom fully SO per cent, 
would use ilie railroad, and therefore 
desire to vote during the early hours 
of the morning. The result won hi be a 
congestion of voters at the polls, which 
would inevitably cause many men to 
lose their vote. Tt is penny wise anil 
pound foolish policy to refuse to make 
three precincts in ward two under nil 
the circumstances. 

Attention is invited to a communica- 
tion in this issue on the Rivcrhank sub- 
way. The GRAPHIC is always glad to 
give space to such articles as they serve 
to interest (lie public in these vital 
questions. As the matter now stands, it 
is for residents of this city to decide 
whether or not they shall demand the 
immediate construction of a subway to 
give ns rapid transit to Boston bv the 
Rivcrhank which lias passed thru all its 
preliminary stages, or wait patiently for 
two or three years more for the pre- 
liminary work to he done on the Bo vi- 
sion street plan. The Rivcrhank plan 
will give results within two vears, but 
will not serve the Bark Bay district ns 
well as the Bnvlston street plan. The 
latter plan, with tracks for local and 
express service, is bv far the bett nre- 
sented, hut is it worth waiting for?

Ideals of the leaders of the 
magazine world have done much for the [ 
education of the public, as for example, 
the art work of Harper’s, Century and 
Scribner's has much improved public 
taste. Compared with the liest foreign 
reviews, our magazines show lack of 
literary fineness, the articles arc good 
reporting rather than scholarly produc- 
tions. 

Our newspapers are noteworthy firsi I 
for their hulk, the amount of printed i 
paper sold for a penny or a nickel. Sonic 
display misleading and sensational head- 
lines, which give wrong and dangerous 
impressions. We have no national jour 
nalism, no centre whose newspapers are 
read all over the country as in Euro- 
pean countries. Our newspapers art- 
helpful iu assimilating immigrants, a> 
showing American characteristics as op- 
posed lo those of other races and coun- 
tries. 

Magazines and newspajiers are nec- 
essary for the cotnnicricial and social 
life of a nation, they are more necessary 
on the moral and spiritual side to mold 
and improve public sentiment. 

At noon on Friday, Feb. 24. a delic- 
ious luncheon was served to the mem- 
bers of the West Newton Women’s Ed 
ucational Club in the Player’s Small 
Hall under the direction of Mrs. Fred 
B. Young, chairman of the hospitality 
committee.

JOHN WARD'S WILL 


The will of John Ward of Newton, 
filed for probate at East Cambridge 
makes a number of gifts to educational 
and missionary societies. It is dated 
April 2, 1904, and contains many private 
bequests to relatives and friends. The 
original will named no executors, leav- 
ing the selection to the judge of pro- 
bate. A codicil tinder date of Jan. 20, 
1906. names Samuel Ward and Burton 
Payne Ward, both of Newton Centre 
as executors. 

A bequest nf $2000 to Carlcton col- 
lege at Northfield, Minn, and a trust 
gift of $10,000 to the trustees of Doane 
college, Crete, Neb. to br devoted tow- 
ard paying the salaries of the instruc- 
tors in Franklin Academv, Chadron 
Academy and Weeping Water Acad- 
emy. all in their respective towns _ m 
Nebraska, are both revoked in a codicil 
under date of Dec 16, 1907, and the 
several amounts are given to the Con- 
gregational educational society of Bos- 
ton for investment. 

The income is to be used for the same 
ptirnoses as in the clause in the will, or 
in the judgment of the directors of that 
society, to assist any needy Christian 
academy in the United States. 

The residue is left to the executors, 
the income to be divided each vear 
equally among the American board of 
commissioners for foreign missions, the 
Massachnsetts home missionary society 
and the American missionary associa- 
tion, in the case of the last for mis- 
sionary work in the islands ceded hv 
Sonin to the United States. At the end 
of 15 vears, if the estate should not be 
so settled as to clear un all the mvest- 
ments % investments and income, is to 
be divided as the income had been dur- 
ing the years preceding.

OPPOSE ADVISORY COONCIL 

ABLE ARGUMENT A6AINST SCHEME OF CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


Your Committee appointed tc 
sidcr what, if any, action this 


The great importance of the subject 
is sufficient reason for printing the 
report of the Greater Boston Commit- 
tee of the Newton aldermen in full: — 

Report of the Committee on Greater

should take on the proposition now 
pending for some sort of a consolida- 
tion or confederation of the cities and 
towns in the Metropolitan District 
have considered the question with great 
care and beg to report as follows : — 

TJic Committee have held four meet- 
ings, at the second nf which Mr. Wells, 
the Secretary of the "Real Boston" 
Committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce was present at the invitation of 
your Committee, and the Committee 
thoroughly discussed the question with 
Mr. Wells in all its phases. At their 
other two meetings your Committee al- 
so considered the questions involved 
with great care and have come unani- 
mously to the opinion emlmdicd in this 
n-port. The Committee wishes to ack- 
nowledge the courtesy of the represen- 
tatives of the Chamber of Commerce, 
which has at all times been extended 
lo this Committee in its investigation. 

The proposition of the Chamber of 
Commerce has taken concrete form in 
a hill which has been presented to the 
Legislature by the Chamber in substi- 
tution for the Bennett bill. The Cham- 
bc* of Commerce bill provides that the 
citi<-f ami towns which arc now includ- 
ed within the Metropolitan Park, Sew- 
er or Water Districts or such other cit- 
ies or towns as may hereafter he joined 
to any of these distr.cls shall consti- 
tute a confederation to Iw knoau w 
Metropolitan Boston, and the Mayors 
of these cities atSl the Utairmcn of the 
Boards of Selectmen of these towns 
shall constitute a hotly which shall 
he known as the Metropolitan Boston 
Council. 

Section 2 of the bill provides that the 
Council shall serve without compensa- 
tion. shall meet four times a year and 
as much oftener as it may desire. 

Section 3 provides that all matters 
pending in the Legislature affecting 
Metropolitan Boston shall be submitted 
to the Metropolitan Council and the 
Council shall submit to the Legislature 
reports and recommendations as to all 
such matters. The section further pro- 
vides th.it ill votes shall he taken by 
municipalities and each municipality 
shall be entitled to one vote except as 
to legislation affecting metropolitan 
sewer, water or park districts, where 
those municipalities only which are in- 
cluded in the districts affected shall be 
entitled lo vote. . 

Section 4 of the hill empowers the 
Council on petition of citizens or com- 
mercial or other organizations to take 
such action upon these petitions as it 
may deem advisable; that it shall ad- 
vise the Legislature by furnishing t 
with any information desired and that 
it may on its own initiative petition or 
memorialize the Legislaurc upon an> 
metropolitan affairs. 

Section 6 provides that the Bureau 
of Statistics shall publish all statistics 
relating to Metropolitan Boston, togeth- 
er with statistics relating to Boston. 

Your Committee felt in dealing with 
this matter that the good of the whole 
metropolitan district was the question 
at issue : that they should particular^ 
not lose sight of the fact that the pros- 
perity and welfare of the suburban dis- 
tricts intimately depend upon the pros- 
perity and welfare of the City of Bos- 
ton ; that the whole question should be 
discussed entirely upon unselfish 
grounds and that in this discussion wc 
should subordinate entirely the ^appar- 
ent temporary benefit of tbe City of 
Newton. Your Committee has through- 
out at templed to treat the question at 
issue in this broad way, and approach- 
ing it in that way they find that the 
arguments in favor of the bill of the 


Chamber of Commerce arc along two 
general lines : 

First: That for advertising purposes 
some sort of a confederation is neces- 
sary. 

Second : That there arc certain ad 
vantages to lie obtained by governmen 
tal co-operation of the cities and towns 
in the Metropolitan District. 

Your Committee believe as a result 
of their interviews with the sponsors 
for the movement that the real moving 
ground for the action ol the Chamber 
of Commerce is the advertising feature 
of the scheme: that the confederation 
is merely a means to that end and that 
if the gentlemen who arc hack of the 
movement had not thought the adver- 
tising feature was important they never 
would have suggested the confedera- 
tion. 

Fnr that reason wc take up first the 
position of the Chamber that the con- 
federation would he a real benefit to 
the district from an advertising stand- 
point. 

The real point at issue is a desire of 
the Chamber of Commerce to obtain a 
better statistical rating for Boston as 
compared with other cities, as now the 
statistics of Boston, which are reckoned 
on 38 square miles of area, do not com- 
pare favorably with New York figures 
reckoned on 325 square miles of area, 
wbh Chicago reckoned on 190 square 
miles of area, and with Philadelphia 
reckoned on 130 square miles of area. 
It is therefore proposed to reckon the 
statistics of Boston on the basis of its 
metropolitan district, with its area ot 
417 square miles. The Chamber argues 
that the population of Boston at pres- 
ent is 67U,UUU; that the population of 
Metropolitan Boston would be 1.423.U0U; 
that this would rate Boston fourth in 
the list of leading American cities in- 
stead of fifth as at present ; that it 
would be in the class of first-class cit- 
ies, consisting uf those having a pop- 
ulation of a million or more, instead of 
the list of second-hand cities as at 
present ; that Boston at present in pop- 
ulation appears to be 17,000 less than 
St. Louis, whereas the new rating would 
make it over 700,000 in population 
above St. Louis. The Chamber feels that 
this false rating has cost Boston much 
business ; that business men do not real- 
ize the large industrial and commercial 
area in the valleys of the Charles, the 
Mystic and the Xeponsct, and that all 
this can be remedied by the confedera- 
tion pruposd. 

We find that the proposed change in 
the area of Boston from 38 to 417 
square miles reduces the density of 
population per square mile from 17.000 
as at present down to 3,400, which, 
compared with 14.000 per square mile 
in New York and 11,000 per square .utile 
in Philadelphia and Chicago, reduces 
Boston to the level of third and fourth 
class cities, the small city of Newton 
having for example a density of 2.600 
per square mile. 

It appears, however, that the United 
States Census Bureau at present pub- 
lishes a list of industrial districts: that 
the Boston Industrial District is verv 
nearly coincident with the Metropolitan 
Boston as proposed by the Chamber of 
Commerce, and it seems to be admitted 
that if the Census Department could be 
persuaded to give larger publicity to the 
figures of industrial districts and to 
place those figures with the figures of 
Municipal Boston as the Chamber of 
Commerce now hopes that the Census 
Director will place the figures of Met- 
ropolitan Boston, all the advertising 
features of the plan of the Chamber of 
Commerce would be accomplished. The 
Comm it lee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce says it has received assur- 
ance from the Census officials to the 
effect that they will print the figures <>i 
Metropolitan Boston together with the 
figures as to Municipal Boston provid- 
ed some sort of quasi- municipal gov- 
ernment of the district he established., 
and it is admitted that if the figures <»t 
the Boston Industrial district cottld_be ! 


printed with the figures of Municipal 
Boston in the same place where it is 
now promised that the figures as to 
Metropolitan Boston be placed, every- 
thing that this ^ilan is hoped to accom- 
plish will have been done and there 
would l,e no nerd for a confederation 
on this ground. 

Tour Committee inquired whether 
the Chamber had considered the ques- 
tion of the effect that such a rating and 
such a confederation, not having on its 
face the usual legitimate municipal 
functions, would have on other cities 
and whether, if other cities made sim- 
ilar confederations. Boston would in 
the end gain or lose, and it was replied 
that that question had not been consid- 
ered : that thev had not considered, for 
instance, whether a confederation to 
include the Chicago Drainage District 
instead of the present Citv of Chicago, 
or a confederation nf Oakland oi oth- 
er cities in the immediale nciahWhnod 
of San Francisco was likely if this plan 
should become effective, and if other 
cities should do this what the effect on 
the rting of Boston would he. It was 
admitted that the Metropolitan Boston 
plan is unjust to the other cities and is 
not in accordance with the industrial 
area of Boston a« defined bv the Con- 
st™ Bulletin Vo. 101 of the "vear 1003. 
which also includes other outlving dis- 
tricts. such as Salem, and that it would 
be more logical and scientific if equal 
areas surrounding each citv could be 
compared in the figures given out in 
the Census Bulletins at Washington 
and that no effort has vet been made 
with the Census Bureau along this line 
of defining fair, comparable areas. 

For a conservative community like 
Boston by the creation of a quasi gov- 
ernment to ape the struggles of certain 
far western cities to attain a precocious 
size seems likely to advertise our infir- 
mities rather than our business and to 
hold us up to merited ridicule form our 
neighbors. 

The Committee considered with care 
the suggestion that manufacturing in- 
dustries go to the large cities and your 
Committee is clearly of the opinion that 
no such tendency has yet been proved. 
We believe that these industries go 
where natural advantages can be ob- 
tained: that New York grows because 
it is the natural point of transfer for 
the tremendous traffic from the West 
and abroad: that Philadelphia grows 
because of its proximity to tide-water, 
to the coal and iron mines, and from 
its natural location as the gateway to 
the West; that Detroit during the last 
ten years has become a centre for new 
industries. — in particular for the man- 
ufacture of automobiles, on account of 
its natural advantages of being near the

OPPOSE COUNCIL 

(Continued from Page 1.1 
centre fo a large purchasing area ; that 
manufacturers seek in general smaller 
cities and towns where the)’ can obtain 
cheap land and transportation facilities: 
that Hrockton. Lynn, New Bedford, 
I^awrencc, Springfield. Pittsfield, and 
other manufacturing cities arc cogent 
arguments to the effect that manufac- 
turers seek the small cities. Your Com- 
mittee believe that the Island of Man- 
hattan, for example, contains few or 
no large manufacturing industries, 
which have heen forced to the outlying 
dislricls or to the West 

Wc should remember that business is 
of four kinds: Manufacturing, trans- 
porting. selling and financiering, and 
each of them nourishes where it obtains 
its natural advantages. The steel fac- 
tories of Pittsburg naturally arc built 
where the iron and coal arc mined and 
no advertising could possibly induce 
them to come to Boston. The selling end 
of the business goes where the market 
is, as the financiering or business ^dcs 
where the money is. Wc believe that the 
selling thrives here now where the bus- 
iness world is fully conversant with the 
purchasing power of the metropolitan 
district, as is evident by the activity of 
the Standard Oil. the Plate Glass and 
the American Radiator Companies, and 
other large institutions which arc now 
making every effort to develop their 
business in this territory, because they 
realize fully the high purchasing ability 
of the district. 

Your Committee feel that Boston has 
certain natural advantages as the sea- 
port of New England and the home of 
skilled labor, and because of its unique 
residential and educational advantages 
and because it is now well governed, 
that manufacturers requiring intelligent, 
skilled workmen naturally tend to locate 
in Eastern Massachusetts .and that these 
advantages have been enhanced in the 
past by the system of local government 
wc have enjoyed. Boston is now well 
recognized throughout the world as a 
leading market for the sale of goods on 
account of the large purchasing power 
per capita of its population. 

The best answer to the contention 
of the Chamber of Commerce that can 
possibly he made on this issue is their 
own admission that the percentage of 
industrial increase in Industrial Boston 
for the last ten years is 9 per • cent 
greater than that of Chicago. Li per 
cent greater than Philadelphia, and only 
3 per cent less than Greater New York. 
Your Committee feel that so far as 
the government of these various places 
has had any effect upon it, that it is 
more than probable that the unwieldy 
misgoverned cities of Philadelphia. 
Chicago and New York have been at a 
disadvantage as compared with Boston, 
governed in large part by local hoards. 
The Committee feel that as to the first 
and most important claim of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, that the confederation 
proposed is necessary for advertising 
purposes, that the Chamber has entirely 
failed to prove its claim for the rea- 
sons above stated : that in the first place 
the statistical fating may he adjusted 
without any confederation, and second, 
that the method proposed would not in- 
crease the commerce of Boston. 

The second branch of the argument 
of the Chamber of Commerce is that 
certain governmental problems affecting 
the whole district can be better treated 
by confederation and co-operation. 

We think that this argument is a sec- 
ondary consideration and is introduced 
solely to bolster up the desire for the 
advertising feature Qf the scheme, but 
your Committee still feel it their duty 
to consider this question. 

The Chamber of Commerce Bill in 


Sections 3 and 4 provides that the Met- 
ropolitan Council shall lake action on 
propositions pending before tbc Legis- 
lature and may also initiate legislation 
affecting the whole district. Your Com- 
mittee has noted that this power, al- 
though advisory on its face, is of very 
grave importance ; that the recommen- 
dations of this IkxIv are apt to carry 
considerable weight and that its mem- 
bership is therefore of considerable in- 
terest. 

Each city or town in the Metropolitan 
District is to have one vote in this 
Council. An analysis of the forty cities 
and towns to he included in this advis- 
ory Council shows that 28 cities and 
towns have a population of about 220,- 
0X1: that the remaining cities have a 
population of about 1,200,0X1. Thus in 
the proposed Metropolitan Council 15 
per cent of the population will have a 
voting power of 70 per cent of the whole 
body. Your Committee feel further that 
the proportions of the voice given to 
valuations and tax-paying capacities in 
these various cities and towns would 
probably have somewhere near the same 
ratio. 

Tlie injustice and unreasonableness 
of this scheme on its face ensures its 
speedy amendment and it is most likely 
to he changed into some council of a 
more nearly representative character 
with enlarged powers and thus give us 
all the evils of practical annexation 
which the Chamber protests so earnestly 
it does not desire. 

This Metropolitan Council is expect- 
ed by the Chamber to take up the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

(al Education: The Chamber sug- 
gests that co-opcration in educational 
facilities would he of great value. Your 
Committee feel that such co-operation 
as is necessary is now obtained by State 
institutions and that the schools, so far 
as they are advised, in the Metropolitan 
District arc now economically and effi- 
ciently run and that it would lie most 
unwise to create a central body not con- 
versant with the needs of each district. 
Your Committee feci that the needs of 
the various cities and towns in the dis- 
trict are widely divergent, some being 
manufacturing, some residential and 
sonic commercial, and that any central 
organization to regulate education 
would he not only useless hut positively 
detrimental. 

{ID Housing: The Chamber of 
Commerce suggests that the housing 
problem in Metropolitan Boston can he 
handled better through this confedera- 
tion. hut your Committee is very clearly 
of the opinion that the building laws 
of the various cities and towns in the 
district should not be uniform and that 
no central authority would he of any 
assistance on this question. Your Com- 
mittee feel that towns like Dover and 
Wellesley have different needs as to 
their building laws from cities like Bos- 
ton and Somerville, and should he 
treated differently. 

fc) Disease: The Chamber suggests 
that plans fo rthe prevention of disease 
can be better perfected through a con- 
federation. but your Committee feel 
that the present Boards of Health .are 
vigilent. familiar with, and therefore 
much better able to cope with local con- 
ditions than would he any confedera- 
tion. 

(cl) Transportation Problems : The 
Chamber feels that this Metropolitan 
Council would lie of assistance in deal- 
ing with the transportation problems of 
Boston and the question of radial high- 
ways. Your Committee feel that the 
transportation problems can he much 
better dealt with as they arc at present 
by permanent State Boards that have 
the time and the experience to bring 
technical consideration to bear on the 
questions involved, rather than by an 
occasional Metropolitan Council of 
shifting membership such as proposed 
by the Chamber of Commerce.

1 conflagrations can he obtained bv* the 
confederation, and your Committee note 

1 that such co-operation is now being ar- 
ranged for by the various cities and 

1 towns in the district without ally con- 
federation such as is desired by the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

(H) Water: Your Committee note 
that wherever necessary the water prob- 
lem is now properly handled by State 
Commissions. 

(i) Sewer: Your Committee note 
that the question of metropolitan sew- 
erage is now properly and efficiently 
handled, and that without any confeder- 
ation such as proposed. 

(j) Tarlcs: Your Committee believe 
that the park system of Boston has been 
well developed by* a continuing board 
better than it could have been develop- 
ed through a confederation as outlined 
of shifting membership. 

These are the only governmental ben- 
efits claimed for the proposition of the 
Chamlier of Commerce, and in consid- 
ering them your Committee felt greatly 
handicapped by the evident inadequacy 
of the study which the Chamber of 
Commerce has given to the questions 
involved. Xo attempt by the Chamber 
of Commerce was made to show how 
the same or similar plans have worked 
elsewhere ; no attempt was made to 
show that large cities or large confed- 
erations arc apt to be better governed 
than small ones: no attempt was made 
to show that the American system of 
local self-government had pro\cd inad- 
equate in this or any other section of 
the country. The only loose confeder- 
acy relied upon by the Chamber of 
Commerce was of the thirteen colonics 
after the Revolutionary war, then of a 
population not far from that of the 
Metropolitan District, hut the Chamber 
forgets that the evils of the loose con- 
federacy were so insupportable that it 
speedily gave way to our present feder- 
al constitution with a strong central 
organization. We believe that the only 
way to judge the probabilities of the 
future is by the experience of the past, 
and see no reason why the proposed 
loose confederation should work any 
better than this notable confederation 
of a hundred odd years ago If it does 
not work, we will have a strong central 
government, which is another name for 
annexation. 

For matters of general importance 
our central government now is the leg- 
islature and we believe that sufficient. 1 
The Chamber does not even claim 1 
that the nearest approach to their 
scheme, the borough system in Greater 
Xew York, has worked well, hut they 
state that Xew York and Chicago are 
finding that they will soon have to re- 
store the local autonomy of parts of 
their cities, and we are advised that the 
consolidations have resulted in great 
dissatisfaction to the residential dis- 
tricts, an increase in tax rate and waste 
and a continual strengthening of the 
central administration, taking more and 
more power from the local hoards. 

History proves further that the great- 
est failure in our American system of 
government has heen found in large, 
overgrown cities, and we take the lib- 
erty of quoting from Bryce's American 
Commonwealth, pages 241, 242, the fol- 
lowing: 

“There is no denying that the govern- 
ment of the cities is the one conspicuous 
failure of the United States. * * * * 
The faults of the slate governments arc 
insignificant compared with the ex- 
travagance. corruption and mismanage- 
ment which mark the administration of 
most of the great cities. For these evils 
are not confined to one or two cities. 
There is not a city with a population 
exceeding 200.000 where the poison 
germs have not sprung into a vigorous 
life.” 

Oil page 236 the following: 

“The growth of great cities has been 
among the most significant and least 
fortunate changes in the character of 
the United States during the century 
that has passed." 

Your committee notes that the last 
available census returns show that the 
total general and service expenses of 
the various cities in the United States 
run as follows: 

Cities of 30.000 to 50.000— $10.28. 
Cities of 50,000 to 100.000— 1 1.72. 

Cities of 100,000 to 300.000-12.75. 
Cities of 300.000 and over— 19.03. 

In other words, the smaller cities up to 
about 300,000 population show a natural 
increase in expenses due to the increas- 
ed demands on the government in a 
larger city over a smaller city, while as 
soon as the 300.00 mark is passed, the 
cities above that figure show an abnor- 
mal increase of over fifty per cent.

FAKF. INSPECTORS. 

The present Legislature has before it 
a bill against "fake inspectors” which is, 
tremendously important. If it becomes ' 
a law, as it should, it will he a source 
r>f great protection to the property, 
homes, anil the comfort of law-abiding 
people. 

Tramps and petty thieves have long 
made a practice of gaining entrance to 
Mores and homes, especially the latter. 
I»v pretending they are inspectors of one 
kind or another. Upon gaining entrance 
tlu-y have often been able to steal prop- 
erly of value, and they always terrorize 
the people with whom they come in con- 
tact. 

The bill now before the Legislature 
provides a penalty of $100 fine or six 
months’ imprisonment, or both, for 
claiming to be an employee of the gas 
company, gas and electric light com- 
pany, company incorporated for the 
manufacture and sale of electricity for 
light, heat or power, or water company, 
or an employee of the lighting or water 
or se*v«r departments of a municipality. 

These provisions include all classes of 
rpviMij^ions, and the bill has al- 
ran dv redei vwl favorable consideration 
by those officials where municipal light. 
K/o and water plaints are in operation.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM 

CONFERENCE. 

On Thursday afternoon. March sec- 
ond, a large number of clqk women as- 
sembled at the Unitarian Building in 
Watertown to consider the subject of 
Civil Service Reform, the Watertown 
Woman’s Chili being the hostess of the 
occasion. 'Miss Georgie A. Bacon, presi- 
dent of the Federation, called the meet- 
ing to order ami presided during the af- 
ternoon. After a word of greeting from 
Mrs. Emma J. Davenport, president of 
the hostess club, and the acceptance of 
hospitality. Miss Bacon stated that the 
average club is ignorant of the full 
scope of civil service reform. It is 
really at the bottom of all great reforms 
going on in our country today and is 
by far the greatest work the club wom- 
en have yet undertaken. There are. how- 
ever, two lions in our path, the lion of 
ignorance and the lion of indifference. 

Charles W. Warren, chairman of the 
Civil Service Commission, was the first 
speaker. After humorously referring to 
what lib*) se of the subject lie should pre- 
sent, said that he would lake up speciuc 
cases where the merit system plays an 
important part in o»r own lives. Mas- 
sachusetts every year takes up some new 
function, which has to be worked out 
hy individuals. No reform rises higher 
than the persons appointed to carry out 
that reform. As an example he cited 
the milk inspectors, which a recent law 
has provided. They were not placed un- 
der civil service rules and as a result 
those who have been appointed to 
those positions have been anything but

with opportunity for explanation on 
IktHt xirlc*. 

The speaker then considered thr con- 
ditions existing in institutions which arc 
not under civil service rules. The coun- 
ty institutions come under this head 
and snmr of the figures quoted by Mr. 
Warren were appalling, showmg that fit- 
ness to perform the office seems to have 
nothing to do with the appointment. 
In one rase of nine appointments seven 
were discharged within a year nad in 
another of 15 aopointments 12 were 
likewise discharged, the chief reasons 
being drunkenness, furnishing drugs to 
prisoners and stealing. These county in- 
stitutions appear to be the dumping 
ground for all those unfit for other po- 
sitions. He also cited the ease of the 
city collectors of Boston, which position 
is exempt from civil service rules. In 
most cases the appointees bad been the 
ward politicians who had directly as- 
sisted m the mayor’s election. The dairy 
farm inspectors and the medical inspec- 
tors for the schools of Boston also 
showed similar unfitness. 

Mr. Warren bespoke the earnest 
support of the women in preventing the 
passage of the Civil Service bill just 
then vetoed by Gov. Foss, the bill as 
presented removing the necessity nf 
mentioning convictions when the .appli- 
cants were under sixteen years of age. 

The extension of civil service rules to 
county officials he considered of vital 
importance. In towns ai present only 
the police and firemen are under the 
rules. 

In closing he expressed his appercia- 
tion of what 'the women arc doing in 
these lines and especially in the public 
schools as the most valuable, for there 
is the fertile ground. 

The next speaker was Miss Anna M. 
Murphy of Framingham. 

Miss Murphy came to the conference 
held last year, but owing to the blizzard 
on that day very few were able to be 
present, so she kindly came to the Fed- 
eration a second time to tell of the 
work which is being done in the public 
schools of Framingham. 

The principle, she said, upon which 
all other reforms depend is that the best 
shall serve the state. The primary ex- . 
ettse for taking up this work is the 
forming of good citizens. In the high 
school the scholars are well taken care 
of. but as less than 25 ncr cent reach 
the senior class the teachers of South 
Framingham had considered it well to 
take up the work in the grammar 
schools. A history of the movement is 
brought out in connection with their 
United States history. The teachers find 
a valuable help in the Civil Service 
Primer. They endeavor to appeal to the 
scholars’ sense of fair play. Such books 
as President Lowell's "Democracy and 
a Permanent Civil Service". C. F. 
Dole’s “American Citizen". "Good Gov- 
ernment," the official organ of the Civil 
Service League, have been helpful. 
They never try to force the minds of the 
children. But the daily press is brought 
into service, the children bring clippings 
and read and discuss current events. 
The need of putting the Boston school 
physicians under civil service rules has 
been considered by them. The teachers 
aFe trying to impress upon the children s 
minds not merely the duty of reading 
the newspapers, but the importance of 
reading them aright. 

They have found great help from the 
men of the town. The boys consult them 
On many , matters. Last year quite a stir 
tiias set iiv motion toward the consider- 
ation of making Framingham a city and 
the pupils wrote essays 'upon the sub- 
ject. A public meeting was held and the 
essays were read and a prize awarded 
the best one. Great interest was mani- 
fested on all sides. 

Miss Murphy stated she found the 
interest was not confined to the hoys, 
hut that many keen, logical responses 
were given by the girls. The time for 
this work is taken out of the periods 
allotted to history and civil government 
and is correlated with the other work 
of the grades. For example, in cotiemr- 
tion with the arithmetic, they take the 
Civil Service examinations in arithmetic 
and pass them, which serves to teach 
them that these examinations, so often 
exaggerated, arc nothing to be feared. 

Miss Snow of the Framingham Wom- 
an’s Club enlarged upon the public 
meeting, which Miss Murphy had touch- 
ed upon. Mrs. Beau of Dorchester told 
of the vole of her club to offer the med- 
al to the Dorchester High School for 
the best essay and then of their finding 
that the Boston School Board does not 
allow any prize of any sort to be of- 
fered in the schools. Other clubs in 
the limits of Boston told of similar ex- 
periences. 

Mrs. Mabel Rogers Tabor, chairman 
nf the Department, presented the plan 
for a study class in which representa- 
tives of the various clubs could meet and 
do away with the "lion of ignorance. 

Greetings were presented from the 
Maine. Connecticut and General Fed- 
eration committees. After which the 
meeting adjourned for a social and 
tea with the Watertown members.

Sir : — 

There has been so much misunder- 
standing. and as a consequence, so much 
unnecessary alarm, about scarlet fever 
at the Underwood School, that a frank 
and authoritative statement in regard to 
the situation during the past month 
seems necessary. In the first place, per- 
mit me to say that there is not now, 
and has not been, anything in the slight- 
est degree resembling an epidemic. 

The facts are as follows: during the 
seventy-two hours ending Feb. 13th, 
four casts of scarlet fever were re- 
ported from the school. This number, 
while in no way alarming, was enough 
to warrant special efforts to prevent 
any increase, and the medical inspector 
of the district was requested to examine 
the children very carefully every day. 
as from the sudden outbreak, it was 
probable that a "missed case” was pres- 
ent in the school. 

The room was not disinfected, .for. if 
the cause was a "missed case” disinfec- 
tion would he useless. 

In some way the parents became un- 
duly alarmed, and on Feb. 14th only fif- 
teen children out of a normal of forty, 
appeared in the room where the trouble 
occurred. 

This at once minimized the value of 
the inspection, as it removed the absen- 
tees from supervision. Nevertheless the 
extra daily inspection was continued, 
and the teachers were instructed not to 
allow any of the absentees to return to 
the class room until after an inspection 
by the school physician. No missed cases 
were found and no more cases occurred 
among the children at school during that 
week or the following one. 

On Feh. 27th when the school reop- 
ened after the recess, a careful inspec- 
tion of all the children was made, and 
thev were allowed to resume work. 

On March 4th another case was re- 
ported, but a careful study of the his- 
tory showed that the child had been in 
school onlv two days since the reopen- 
ing after the recess, too short a time to 
have contracted the disease in the 
school. It also appeared that she was one 
of those kept at home during the pre- 
vious fortnight, 

A study of the incident shows two 
facts: first, that no cases developed af- 
ter Feb. 13th among those children who 
continued at school, and second, that the 
alarm felt by the parents was wholly un- 
warranted and due to lack of acquain- 
tance with the facts. 

Tn conclusion, permit me to urge upon 
all parents having children in the 
schools, the advisability of calling upon 
the Board of /Health for information, 
should similar conditions occur in the 
future. 

The Board is always willing to ex- 
plain its action to any interested person, 
and to give the facts as far as they 
have been ascertained. And it is facts 
rather than baseless rumors that the 
parents should have.

LUCAS DEAD THE NEWTON CLUB SCHOOL GARDENS 


Rodney M. Lucas, one of the oldest , 
residents of Newton, died last Thursday ’ 
evening at bis home on Hunter street, 
West Newton, after several mouths of 
failing health. He was in his eighty- 
seventh year and had lived in Newton 
since lie was nine years old. 

Mr. Lucas was born in Northum- 
berland. N. IL, in 1824. His parents : 
were I«c Grand and Susanna ( Mar- 
shall! Lucas. His grandfather, Major 
James Lucas, was a commissioned offi- 
cer in the Revolutionary War and his ( 
great-grandfather, who was Scotch, was 
formerly a ferryman between Boston 
and Cambridge, 

Mr. Lucas was one of four children 
and previous to going to Newton the 
family lived in Weston. He was edti- J 
rated in the public schools of Newton 
and learned the trade of a carpenter. 

In 1849 be joined the gold seekers, mak- 
ing the trip by way of Cape Horn in a 
schooner in which lie held part owner- 
ship. He had poor luck at gold-digging, 
but his trade stood him in good stead 
and he worked for several months at 
building barracks for the soldiers on 
the frontier posts. He spent three years 
in California and Oregon. 

Tn 1862 Mr. Lucas enlisted in Com- 
pany B. Forty-fourth Massachusetts In- 
fantry, under Captain John M. Gris- 
wold and Colonel Francis Lee: the reg- 
iment was attached to Stephenson’s bri- 
gade of* the Eighteenth Army Corps. 
Mr. Lucas saw his first service in North 
Carolina and was in the battles of 
Kingston, Whitehall. Goldsboro and 
Little Washington. Tn 1863 lie was hon- 
orably discharged because of physical 
disability. 

Returning home, he engaged in busi- 
ness as a builder and later handled real 
estate. He was a constable in Newton 
for thirty years amt served in the police 
department for a year. He was also 
chief engineer of the fire department 
for four years and was president of the 
Newton Veteran Firemen’s Association 
for six vears. Mr. Lucas was a pnsi 
commander of Charles Ward Post 62. 
G. A. R.. of Newtonville. In 1833 be 
married Miss Jane S. Flagg of Bnvl- 
sfon. who survives him with a son. 
Walter M. Lucas of Waltham. 

The funera services, held Sunday af- 
ternoon were largely attended, with 
manv comrades in attendance. The ser- 
vices were in charge of Commander 
Albert Plummer of Charles Ward Post 
and the post chaplain. Samuel P. Put- 
nam and were imnressivelv carried out. 
Vi«* Louise Chisholm and Mrs. M. 
Millie Beardsley sang “Shadows". 
"Beautiful Isle of Somewhere” and 
"Home at Last”. There were many 
beautiful flowers. The interment was at 
Newton Cemetery, mid the pall bearers, 
all members of tli£ post, were Messrs 
Samuel A. Langley, Charles Ogden. 
John Flood and John Ryan.

Tn Boston we have grip, diphtheria 
and scarlet fever, not to speak of other 
"seasonable” afflictions, and we do not 
boast of It. Tn Newton, which is sig- 
nificantly free from such diseases, con- 
gratulations are being exchanged on 
that account, and the jubilant echo is 
loud enough to reach the metropolis. 
There arc 40.000 people in Newton . 
there is not a case of diphtheria in 
Newton, and in the matter of other 
complaints the record is corresponding- 
ly clear. Much of the credit for this 
ideal condition hclongs to the admirable 
Newton Hospital, which is almost as 
active in preventing disease as it is in 
curing it. An efficient Board, of Health. 

which heartily cooperates with the hos- 
pital. is entitled to share in the glory, 
but no citizen wastes time in attempting 
to apportion its exact percentage of the 
credit. The essential fact is the immu- 
nity of a municipality which is large 
enough to maintain several epidemics, 
and very likclv would do so if its con- 
servators of health, the hospital staff, 
had not put epidemics out of fashion. 
—Boston Transcript.

Despite the inclement weather and the 
early hour there was hardly a vacant 
sear in the Church of the New Jeru- 
salem, Newtonville, laM Sunday after- 
noon, when ihc Rev. Julian K. Smyth 
of New York gave his celebrated lec- 
ture on "Swedenborg's Illumination". 
The audience was admirably justified in 
its anticipations, for the lecture had all 
the qualities which have won the Rev. 
Mr. Smyth his high position anion* 
pulpit orators. 

The speaker began by a comparison 
of Emanuel Swedenborg the 
and investigator to the intrepid \ ikn^- 
of whose race he came. There was no 
field of human knowledge into which lie 
did not carry his inquiries. Starting 
with the more material sciences, he first 
won international fame a- a mathemat- 
ician, a geologist and a inwallurgiM. 
Having acquired all the knowledge of 
these subjects which Ins ago had to offer 
he turned his attention to physiology 
and anatomy, making discoveries along 
these lines that the most advanced stu 
dents of today are beginning to acclaim 
with amazement. But these subjects in 
their turn aroused an interest in phil- 
osophy and psychology, and in these ton 
Swedenborg became preeminent. 

But through all this there had been 
in the great thinker's mind a deeper and 
tinder lying purpose, which was to dis- 
cover tlie nature of the soul, and the 
real cause of material phenomena. Tow- 
ard this goal his adventurous spirit 
through endless experiment, was aim- 
ing. And in the end his purpose was 
achieved, but by different mean® than 
any that he bad anticipated. He was 
forced finally to the conclusion that the 
facts of spirit were not to be obtained 
by mere scientific investigation, and 
that lie must set aside altogether his ad- 
venturous spirit and hold to the new 
watchword of humility, that God might 
teach him what of himself lie could not 
know. 


Tin- fact once realized, he set a-nde. 
then i nthe zenith of his successful ca 
reer, all hi* ambition- for eminence in 
the world of science, and set himself 
to a thorough study of the Scriptures. 
What such an abnegation must haw 
meant wc can only dimly recognize, for 
he never hna«ti»d nr complained, but it 
stands almost unrivalled as an act of 
quiet heroism in the cause of con- 
science. It was this spirit which made 
his '"illumination.” as it is called, a 
possibility. Through it he was able to 
have experience* and to acquire knowl- 
I edge which have never fallen to any 
I other man's lot. Through it he became 
i the human medium of a system of re- 
ligions truth whose influence is deepen 
mg and widening in all schools of 
thought from day to day. 

But hr himself has always been neg- 
lected and misunderstood, except by 
a very few. Tlie opposition of the con- 
servatives to his theological views ob- 
scured until recently even the fame of 
his scientific achievements, and in his 
personal life he remains what Carlyle 
calls him, “a man lieautiful. lovable, 
tragical” — beautiful in the calm newer 
and serenity of his purpose, lovable for 
the sweetness and humility of his char- 
i acter, and tragical because his greatest 
aim and the cause of his self-sacrifice 
have been so often and so hopelessly 
misunderstood. 

A course of lectures entitled "New 
Light on Old Problems", by different 
speakers, will be begun next Sunday 
evening at the church on Highland 
avenue. Tt will he it« purpose to make 
dear the radical and distinctive teach- 
ing which Swedenborg offers on such 
j subjects a« "Business”. "Marriage”. 
"Childhood” and "The Bible." The first 
lecture will lie that on “Business.” ami 
the speaker will he the Rev. John God- 
dard, the pastor of the church. The pub- 
lic is invited to all these lectures, which 
are entirely free.

A paper on "The Cape Coil Canal" 
was presented to the Social Science 
Club on Wednesday morning of last 
week by Mrs. J. Wesley Barber. This, 
she said, is a very old project, for very 
soon after the Pilgrim settlement in 
Plymouth there began to be talk about 
cutting a passage through from Cape 
Cod Bay to the water on the south. As 
early at 1776 a commission was appoint- 
ed. in 1791 a survey was made and front 
time to time throughout the 19lh cen- 
tury the matter was agitated and later 
abandoned. In 1909 work was really be- 
gun in earnest and if no unforeseen de- 
lay arises the Cape Cod Canal will he 
a realized fact by the fall of 1912. Aug- 
ust Belmont of New York is president 
of the company and the financial backer 
of tlu* project. 

The canal follows the course of the 
Manomct River, wrongly known as the 
“Monument” River, crossing the Cape 
at its narrowest part and following 
what was once probably a natural water- 
way to the northern side near Sandwich. 
Owing to the difference in depth of the 
tides on the two sides of the Cape and 
from the three hour difference in their 
height at the two ends it is figured 
that there will be a current running 
through the canal practically all the 
lime, part of the time in one direction 
and part in the opposite. This fact .will 
be of great advantage preventing, it is 
hoped, the freezing over during the witt- 
ier. There arc to he no locks. The prob- 
lem is a comparatively simple one. there 
being no obstacles save glacial bowlders 
which are Masted nwav with dynamite. 
The total length is eight miles. Huge 
1 reakwators at the northern end wil/ 
prevent the washing in of sand and also 
make a shcher for tugs and barges in 
tow to straighten themselves out and 
enable them to entr** the canal nroncrlv 
li will save 66 miles in distance and 
eliminate the most dangerous pari of 
the all-water journey from New York 
to Boston. 

It is predicted that a large industrial 
centre will grow up along its hanks and 
bring to the front again the once pros- 
perous Cape region.

Aii tin list ml precedent has been estab- 
lished hy the ruling of the president of 
the aldermen atul the opinion of the city 
solicitor that a second charter objection 
can he raised, even if a first objection 
has not been made. The unusual pro- 
cedure has been for the fir>t objection 
under the charter to earn the matter 
over to the next meeting, whe t further 
objection from five mem >ers would 
make a further delay of one week. The 
r.ew ruling states that if the matter, 
lies over to the second meeting for any 
cause, whatsoever, five members can 
raise the charter objection at that time. 
A careful reading of the charter shows 
that the charter objection provisions are 
contained in one sentence, and that the 
second objection is clearly predicted on 
the fact that the matter has been laid 
over under the first objection. The rul- 
ing reverses the decisions given on this 
matter when the charter was new and 
its provisions enforc-d by the men who 
were mslnunental in framing it. 

The action of the aldermen in creat- 
ing three voting precincts in ward two 
is to he commended, altho the opposi- 
tion was considerable. The conditions 
clearly indicate that a large number of 
voters have been inconvenienced hy the 
location of the voting booth nt the ex- 
treme side of the precinct, and out of 
the way for over .100 voters. The fact 
that these voters yield their allegiance 
to the Democratic party ought to have 
no weight in the matter, altho it is to 
he regretted that the strong opposition 
encountered, was said to emanate from 
Republican sources. The aldermen owe 
it to themselves and to the city itself 
to be decent and fair about these mat- 
ters atul T believe their action will he 
endorsed hy every right minded citizen. 

The action of the Legislature in pas- , 
sing over the veto of Governor Foss, 
the bill to limit the inquiry of the civil 
service commission into thr history of 
applicants for examination is to be de- 
plored and those Republicans who 
thought to get back at the Governor, be- 
cause he was a Democrat will he sadly 
mistaken. All the Newton representa- 
tives and Senator Mulligan were record- 
ed as with the Governor and should be 
congratulated on their good judgment 

Tf any one in Newton has a good 
opinion of how the national Senate 
transacts or fails to transact public bus- 
iness, now is the time for him to 
speak. i

Mr. Towle spoke of 
the simplicity of the Oheramergau peas- 
ant. of his aims, atul bis ambitions, 
showing viftvs of the beautiful children 
both while at play and in costumes for 
the children play no small part in the 
production. 

Having visited the historically quaint 
town several times and knowing manv 
of the peasants personally Mr. Towle 
pointed a very attractive word picture 
while ft is beautiful slides were shown. 

On Tuesday afternoon the urogram 
postponed from February was given at 
a special meeting of the Newtonville 
Woman’s Guild. Miss Anne Kimball 
'presented a paner upon "The Evolution 
of Dancing.” Several groups of dances 
were given liv Miss Miriam Kimball, 
among them being a Hebrew ritual 
dance, a croup of folk dances, including 
a Scottish Sword dance, a Polish and 
the Spanish fandathgo. A group of bal- 
let included the skirt dance atul the bal- 
let from Faust. Modern stage dancing 
was illustrated by one from “The Ar- 
cadians.” A barcarole from “The Tales 
of Hoffmann” and Russian dance were 
also presented. There was also a Dutch 
dance. All were given in costume and 
the program proved most interesting. 

EDUCATION CONFERENCE. 

By courtesy of the Friday Club of 
Everett the Department of Education 
of the State Federation held its confer- 
ence in lhat city on Wednesday after- 
noon, March 15. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Miss Bacon, who also acknowledged the 


hospitality of the Friday Club in res- 
ponse to the greeting of the president, 
Mrs. Florence W. Cadicu. Mrs. Lillian 
H. Hellen. chairman of the department, 
thin took charge of the conference. 

"What a Woman’s Club can do for 
thr public School” was presented ln- 
Dr. Marian Little of Newburyport. First 
and foremost, it can create a sound, ju- 
dicious public opinion. It should know 
present conditions from alpha to omega. 
She advised working with the school 
committee rather than antagonizing 
them. It can investigate ami make re 
ports to the club and circulate the re- 
sults in the newspapers. Work for im- 
portant matters and not for fails which 

arc soon to hr discarded. Mothers' 
clnbs and parents’ associations can be 
started as a means of getting into touch 
with the teachers. 

Her own club in Newburyport in 1006 
succeeded in putting the high school 
lunch room into better hands, it has al- 
so improved sanitary conditions in the 
school buildings, placed sanitary drink- 
ing fountains before the new law went 
into effect. A travelling library for the 
grammar schools is now under consid- 
eration. In conclusion she said t,hnt 
n broad outlook, tact and patience will 
bring nltout any reform. 

The I ionic and School Associations 
were next considered. Superintendent of 
Schools Whitney of Everett spoke of 
them from the teacher’s standpoint as 
lie had observed their operation in Ev- 
erett. Such organizations exist in four- 
teen out of sixteen of the grammar 
schools in his city. He feels that it is of 
great advantage to ihc teacher because 
of their bringing the parents to the 
schools. The teachers on the other hand 
get a new view of the children from this 
contact with the parents anti thereby 
new relations of mutual understanding 
arc established. Mr. Whitney cited cer- 
tain material Ifc tie fits, for example, a 
piano has been presented to one school 
building. There has been a distinct pro- 
fit, lie said, front the speakers who have 
addressed the meetings. A better under- 
standing of matters has been arrived 
at, new features of school work have 
been explained. He cited several specif- 
ic cases where better discipline has been 
secured through this better understand- 
ing existing between teacher and parent. 
Attendance has improved and there is 
less tardiness and hygienic conditions 
have been bettered. And there have come 
some positive suggestions from parents 
for the school work. 

M rs. Gertrude A. Spaulding, a member 
of the department and a resident of Ev- 
erett, further enlarged upon the work 
of these associations speaking from the 
parents’ point of view. She told of one 
district, whose population is 80 per cent 
foreign, where U ,e parents after list- 
ening to a talk upon dental hygiene 
purchased 50 tooth brushes for the chil- 
dren. She has seen the good effects from 
the moral talks and a desire on the part 
of parents to supplement the wish of 
the teacher. She told of a day nursery 
which is in one building where the lit- 
tle children can he cared ior in order 
not to keep the older children home from 
school. 

"The Use of School Houses as Social 
Centres” was treated of by Mrs. Eva- 
lena Hill Holton of Dorchester. The 
twentieth century, she said, is develop- 
ing a broader view. 1 he public school 
is the divestment of the whole people 
and experts say they should be used for 
the benefit of all the people. At present 
of the 31.1 working days the school hous- 
es are used for school purposes but 136 
days. There should he a more economi- 
cal use of the people’s property. They 
might he made the home of neighbor- 
hood and civic clubs. 

The ideal social centre will he educa- 
tional and recreational. Through the 
public insfbntinn the rural community 
can lend aid to meet the needs of the 
People as they arise. The school build- 
ings should lx? available for the contin- 
uation. for \acntion and for evening 
schools. And besides these uses they 
could provide a place for mothers’ meet- 
ings. for reference libraries and read- 
ing rooms, in fact they may become 
democratic meeting places for all class- 


Among thr essentials for a successful 
social centre Mrs. Holton mentioned 
lhat there should he most careful and 
thorough study of the people, the co-on- 
eration of teachers ami ministers should 
be secured and always a broadly demo- 
cratic spirit is necessary Don’t coniine 
them to the poor. Rochester started 
them among the well-to-do. There 
should be a spirit of broad social ex- 
change ami it should not he in anv 
sense social settlement work. All the 
activities should be tinder competent di- 
rection.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 

The principal event of the past fort 
night was the turning down of Govern- 
or Foss by the Senate and House in 
passing, over a veto, the bill relative to 
certain questions to be answered by np 
plica nts for civil service positions, It is 
a matter of congratulation that the New 
ton representatives and Senator Mulli- 
gan were not swerved from I he right 
course by the tempting opportunity to 
lake a swat at the Governor and the 
Civil Service commission at t he same 
time. The fact that the bill vetoed was 
fathered by Mr. Lomasney of Boston 
ought to have been sufficient for a Re- 
publican to oppose it. As a matter of 
fact only 55 men in the House and but 
5 senators supported the position taken 
by the governor. The political effect of 
such .action should have hern considered 
by the republican party, as the action of 
the governor is certain to be approved 
by the stale and the Republican party 
will suffer accordingly. 

Newton matters arc slowly progress- 
ing. The bill to abolish deputy election 
officers has been favorably reported by j 
the committee, The hill lo reimburse | 
the city for expenses of the industrial I 
school js still held by the committee on | 
Education, altlio it will probably he 
favorably acted upon. Leave lo with- 
draw has been given on the hill to give 
more authority to make voting precincts 
as ii was believed the present law is 
broad enough. 

Representative White has succeeded 
in having his bill to permit the retire- 
ment of police court judges accepted by 
committee and he probably has sufficient 
influence to have it passed by the 
House. The petitions of Hon. S. L. 
Powers to increase the salaries of su- 
perior court judges has been reported 
upon adversely by the committee and 
that of Mr. R. S. Gorham for increase 
of salaries of the land court judges has 
been referred to the next general 
court. It is a had year for salary in- 
creases evidently. 

After two months of useless agitation 
the governor has been granted .authority 
to employ experts to examine the finan- 
cial estimates of the state departments. 
Governor Foss has appointed Mr. Har- 
vey S. Chase of West Newton as the 
principal expert on this work. 

Representative Bnthfeld. as chairman 
of the Liquor Law committee will he 
much in the lime light the next few days 
when the House will consider the re- 
peal of the bar and bottle hill. The com- 
mittee has reported adversely on this 
hill but a strong attempt will be made 
to overturn the committee report. It is 
doubtful if the attempt succeeds. 

In view of the agitation for a metro- 
politan council, on which a hearing will 
he held on March 27, a bill has been 
introduced to create a metropolitan 
commission to develop and improve the 
metropolitan district. The commission 
will have power, if appointed to take 
charge of about everything in the dis- 
trict, and it is doubtful if it has serious 
consideration. 

A bill has been reported by the Bank- 
ing committee which will allow savings 
banks to accept deposits from school 
children, and will, in that respect super- 
cede the stamp savings system which 
has been worked in this city by the 
various women's clubs. It is a step in 
the direction to teach thrift in the pub- 
lic schools and lias the support of the 
Bank commissioner. 

The county tax for Middlesex county 
will be $606,311.25 if the hill reported 
by the Committee on Counties is passed. 
This is a substantial reduction from the 
tax of 1910, 

In the House the past week. Messrs 
Bolhfeld, Ellis and White voted against 
asking the opinion of the Supreme 
court 011 the constitutionality of the bill 
to prohibit admission of white women 
10 Chinese restaurants. They also voted 
in favor of rejecting the resolve for an 
investigation of the divorce laws. Mr. 
Bolhfeld and Mr. Ellis voted in favor 
and Mr. White against the hill to pro- 
vide for confirmation of land titles. Mr. 
Ellis and Mr. White voted against the 
hill to require fenders by street car 
companies and Mr. Bnthfeld was not 
recorded. 

Another inlance of the legislative 
feeling against the civil service commis- 
sion came on the bills to provide that 
city and state pnv rolls shall he made 
under oath of the department head. 
These bills evidently escaped the unre- 
gencratc members of the Legislature 
until the governor’s veto stirred them 
up, as thev had been passed by one 
branch and had nearly run the gamut 
in the second body, when discovered. 
Favorable action was staved. Ihe hills 
recommitted and this week, the honor- 
able Senate administered ihe death 
blow to both hills. They wore designed 
lo prevent the payment of waves <0 per- 
sons who had no! entered ihe service 
according to law and the honorable sen- 
ate has accordinclv placed its approval 
on improper methods of employment in 
the civil service of the state and its 
various cities.

That night 
ninny bouflres blazed in nnd around 
Paris, and iu their midst were eon- 
sinned pieces of Ravailluc’s frame; on 
barn doors In other places wore nailed 
similar scraps of Ills body, ns hawks 
and owls nnd carrion crows were nail- 
ed ns a warning to others of tlielr 
breed.”

The 
whole production i* characterized by 
daintiness and refinement, as one always 
expects Troiu a Dillingham musical com- 
edy production.

The staging and costum- 
ing are particularly effective, the first 
act being developed on the color scheme 
of Delft blue; the second act is almost 
entirely green, and the third act is a 
gorgeous array of pink and white. The 
music by Leo Fall is said to be the most 
ambitions and far above any light op- 
era score of Viennese origin heard here 
in recent years. 

Castle Square Theatre — The extraor- 
dinary success of "The End of the 
Bridge" has forced Mr. Craig to con- 
tinue it for still another week at the 
Castle Square. This will be its fourth 
week, and the demand for scats shows 
not the slightest sign of lessening. For 
an unknown play by an unknown play- 
wright, this is remarkable, and its pop- 
ularity is a great tribute to its intrinsic 
merits. The acting, moreover, is of ex- 
ceptional quality, .Mr. Craig's imperson- 
ation of the doctor ranking among his 
best efforts, Miss Young's Joan Manner- 
ing being delightful and Miss McDan- 
nel's Peter a triumph of realistic boy- 
hood.

: that there is a real distinction between 
religious and secular affairs. We must 
; "render unto Caesar the things which 
are Caesar’s". But at the same time we 
’ must remember that “No man can serve 
two masters". In society, church and 
' state must be distinct, but in the indi- 
vidual there cannot he two sets of op- 
posing motives, one for business and one 
1 for religion. True religion or spirituality 
; is a matter of motives, and true spiritual 
■ life is to be actuated by the spirit if not 
: by the letter of the Sermon on the 
: Mount. This is not a social I ut an in- 
dividual matter, the union of »1*c will 
| of man with the will of God. T*»erc is 
no true spiritual life in the iud'V'dual 
unless he tries to embody bis religious 
‘ motives in practical life. 

! But bow far is this possible untie** 

' present conditions? This question is of- 
ten asked with the meaning merely of 
. “Does religion, or honest dealing, pay?" 
But with such a consideration all true 
spirituality is at oticc abandoned. The 
mere desire for worldly success is not 
and cannot be a religious motive. How 
far do present conditions hamper real 
religion— the life of unselfish love? Thcv 
do hamper it, certainly Employees arc 
often forced to dishonesty on pain of 
dismissal where the loss of employment 
, would involve others in their, own mis- 
fortune. Employers arc often apparent- 
ly forced to questionable practices in 
self-defence against un scrupulous com- 
petitors. In so far as either ctass really 
acts under compulsion, the greater re- 
sponsibility rests with the person who 
exercises the compulsion, and with the 
society which permits it to he exercised. 
The germs of spiritualitv are divinely 
implanted in every matt. Society cannot 
implant them, or even make them grow, 
•mt its duty is to see that their growth 
is not retarded. A right public opinion 
and public conscience must be created. 

It is often said "You cannot change 
human nature". But you can. Chris- 
tianity has done it. and the New Chris- 
tianity will dn it still more. Economic 
reform is not the duty of the church, 
hut it is the duty of the churchman as a 
citizen. 

The law for the individual ill practi- 
cal life is the law of use. or service. 
Every man should choose, if he can. 

• he profession in which he honestlv be- 
lieves he can best serve his neighbor. 
Every man should have the same desire 
to he of use in his work when it is 
chosen. Let us keep this before us as 
an ideal. If we cannot always choose |

At the recent Education Conference 
held in Kxcrctt Mr. Morton spoke as 
follows • 

Mr. George 11. Martin, of the State 
Hoard of Education, spoke of the Rural 
Schools and the State’s attitude toward 
them. 11c commended the sort of work, 
which had been presented that after- 
noon. The problem of the country 
school is only one phase of a larger one. 
that of ihe rural community. 

The State has been doing a great deal 
(or the rural schools. Has been giving a 
great deal of money toward their sup- 
|x*rt. Last year it amounted in about 
S -160,00(1. The policy has been to improve 
them along essential lines. Practically 
all the rural schools of Massachusetts 
have some sort of a superintendent. 
This is true in no other state. The length 
of the school year has been increased 
ami as well as the teachers’ salaries 
through the aid from the Slate. There 
has been a marked improvement in the 
text hooks and in the supplies. 

There arc. however, scarcely any 
trained teachers in these rural schools. 
There are very large numbers of mic- 
ro om buildings, some 800 to 900, Then 
there are from 150 to 175 where there 
are less than ten children. Many of the 
buildings arc inadequately equipped, 
they arc badly heated, have no ventila- 
tion. and they are barren without and 
within. A large number of them have 
uo medical inspection. Hut a more fun- 
damental weakness is that there is ab- 
solutely no life in themselves, because 
there is no vision —teacher, superinten- 
dent, school committee, parents, no vis- 
ion in a single one of them. 

The greatest need. then, is an enthu- 
siastic superintendent, then a willing, 
interested and skilful teacher, and a tol- 
erant school committee. The children 
arc always ready to respond. Get the 
chil<l ren 'alive and the parents will he 
so a little later. The parents don’t know, 
the teacher doesn’t know, and the com- 
mittee doesn’t know, so the superinten- 
dent is the one to set things going. The 
speaker khew of communities where 
wonderful things had been accomplish- 
ed from the initiative of a live superin- 
tendent. The hope of the rural commu- 
nity is in a radical change in the spirit 
and purpose and effort in the schools. 
Mr. Marlin cited cases where remarka- 
ble improvement had been brought about 
bv adding to die school’s efficiency, 
through the introduction of teaching 
manual arts, as cooking, sewing, car- 
pentry, agriculture, school gardens and 
the like. ,, ,, ■ . 

One criticism which Mr. Martin made 
of methods today brought a hearty re- 
sponse from his audience, namely that 
too mnnv things arc given the children. 

As results of the introduction of some 
of the manual work he mentioned, bet- 
ter attendance, more rapid progress in 
the intellectual work, greater respect for 
women's work and for manual labor. 
The grand hope of the rural school, lie 
said, is in getting a new vision of what 
education means and a co-operative ef- 
fort of all people in the direction of 
this new and uplifting sort of work. 

Mrs. Minna R. Mulligan spoke briefly 
of experiments she has known to prove 
beneficial by transporting the scholar? 
from outlying schools to the central 
school building in the town where the? 
could have the benefit of better equip- 
ment and better teaching. 

Mrs. Susan M. Barker of Aver, n 
members of the committee, told ol a 
sewing school which her club has been 
conducting and of home gardens. 

With a word of thanks to the speak- 
' ers and to the entertaining club, Mrs. 
Hellen dedal cd the meeting adjourned. 
After which a social hour was spent 
with the hostess in the hall below where 
light refreshments were served. 

At the meeting of ihe Social Science 
Club on Wednesday. March 15. Mrs. 
George IT. Hobson of Dorchester pre- 
sented a most interesting and thought- 
ful paper upon “The Education of ihe 
Masses the Safe-Guard of the Democ- 
racy.” This country, she said, is the only 
one that docs not include religious 
training in its school system. France 
has recently abolished it. The need of 
a physically strong people was empha- 
sized' and a consequent need of a differ- 
ent sort of health instruction in the 
schools. Also a people of high moral 
standards, but most of all is needed a 
high sense of patriotism. A democracy 
she defined, as the freest opportunity 
for cverv man to rise to his own level. 

It is i he duty of every man to earn a 
living and then to add to that of others. 
The citizen should he given a chance to 
learn how to he self-supporting and 
then self directing. There is a tendency 
to he satisfied with the will of the ma- 
jority, rather than the will of the higli- 
c-t. One "f i lie weaknesses is that pen 
ole are satisfied with standards not the 
highest. She cited the dangers to the 
state of the uninstructed and besought 
a revival of democratic simplicity. At 
present we are conspicuous for our lack 
of simplicity. We have little to balance i 
the possession of wealth. We are show- 
ing a tendency to return to the social 
conditions of Roman civilization. 

In the pursuit of knowledge there are 
two conspicuous tendencies, on the one 
hand to value it for its own sake and 
on the other to seek only that which 
has utiltiy. It is a citizenship in the 
world of knowledge that should lie de- 
sired and not mere ownership of knowl- 
edge. It is often overlooked that accom- 
plishment makes ihe onlv real culture 
What is needed is abroadcr rather than 
u higher education. . , . 

The old education recognized only the 
literary and professional, hut the new 
emphasizes the need especially for the 
masses of an industrial and vocational 
education. The masses need in be taught 
that all toil is important. It is ihe duly 
of every state to see that its people arc| 
educated Since education is compulsory

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 

Governor Foss received a deserved 
tall down from the Pardon committee 
of the Council this week, and it is a 
great pity it had not taken place sooner. 
It may not be generally known but the 
new governor has established a new rec- 
ord for pardoning criminals, in the short 
time he has been in office. Out of 20 
applications for pardon, II have already 
been granted. The Pardon committee 
called a halt last week and. refused to 
recommend two pardons which the gov- 
ernor had referred tb it, and as the 
Council must also favor the pardon, 
the Governor’s hand is stayed. 

Leave to withdraw is the favorite re- 
port now a days from about all the 
committees, and that is the fate which 
has been awarded the proposition to lay 
out a boulevard across Newtop from 
Chestnut Hill to the Watertown line. 
As T have already discussed this unnec- 
essary proposition before it is needless 
to say that the committee lias, in my 
opinion acted wisely. The same report 
has been given on the petition of Mr. 
Fred A. Hubbard of this city that 6th 
! class liquor licenses he granted by the 
state hoard of pharmacy instead of the 
local municipalities. Representative 
Bothfeld of Newton, chairman has 
charge of the report, which will un- 
doubtedly he accepted. 

Mr. Bothfeld's committee on Metro- 
politan Affairs has reported a bill to 
extend to Jan. 191, the time for the Met- 
ropolitan park commission to report on 
the advisability of improving the sani- 
tary condition of the Charles river. Bills 
have also been reported hy the Commit- 
tee on Education to authorize school 
committees to expend money for super- 
vision .of sports and to provide meals 
for school children. 

Representative Ellis is a dissenter 
from the joint report of the committees 
on Judiciary and of Labor on a hill to 
allow trades unions to impose and col- 
lect fines from its members. This hill 
is a sop to the "union” and has been 
strongly urged siuee a supreme court 
decision prohibited such acts hy the un- 
ions a few years ago. 

The Committee on F.ducntion has also; 
reported the hill of Representative 
Bothfeld to extend aid to the Independ- 
ent Industrial school now in operation 
at Notiantum. 

Representatives Bothfeld. Ellis and] 
White were recorded in the negative on j 
the hill to extend the open season for j 
Coot in the Cape district. While consid- 
ering the leave to withdraw report on 
the bill for unlimited number of liquor 
licenses in license cities, Mr. While; 
voted in favor of adjournment, while 
Mr. Bothfeld and Mr. Ellis were op- 
posed, The report was subsequently ac- 
cepted without division. On the hill to 
allow Sunday baseball. Messrs Bothfeld 
and Ellis favored and Mr. White op- 
posed the Lomasney amendment, stipu- 
lating that no admission fees should he 
charged to such games, while all three 
gentlemen opposed the hill on ils final 
passage, the vote being 89 yeas and 131 
nays. 

The Real Boston hearings will begin 
before the Committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs next Monday morning and will 
probably continue for some days, as 
there is considerable interest being man- 
ifested in tins scheme of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce to advertise Bos- 
ton as well as itself. 

Representative Bothfeld was in 
charge of the report of the Liquor 
Law Committee giving leave to with- 
draw on the repeal of the bar and hot-

The mother of Ivan Turgenev, tho 
lUififtlnn novelist, was a trying person 
to live with, irritable, cnprlcloiiN and 
unreasonable. On Ivan's birthday In 
1845, we are told In "Two Rm- 
fllnn Reformer*," after n day of festiv- 
ities, Mnio. Turgenev pretended to be 
dying. "Klie sent for her confessor 
mid. placing before her the portrait of 
her sou Ivan, exclaimed ‘Adieu, Ivan! 
Adieu, Mi-ohm! Adieu. iny children!' 
Then she r nlensl her forty servants 
mid all the men employed about the 
house to say goodby to her. When 
they hnd filed mil of the room Mine. 
Turgenev dpi hired that she felt lietter 
and asked for ten. The next day the 
following ‘older 1 appeared: 

** ‘I git e older* that tomorrow morn 
Ing 1 Tu* disobedient servants. Nicolas 
Jneovlef. Ivan IVtmf and Kgor Kon- 
drn tu tlef, shall sweep the court in 
front of my windows.’ 

"Those imniPM were those of serv- 
ants who liiid not appeared at her bed- 
side, possibly because they wore a lit 
tie drunk that evening ‘Good for 
nothings! Drunkards! exclaimed Mme. 
Turgenev. 'They rejoice at the death 
of their mistress!’ ” 

Tho Bank Beat tho Prince, 

The Gentlowvinriu of London recall* 
tho following story of the prince re- 
gent nrnl Cmitts 1 hank: "When George 
IV. was n regent he had n grudge 
ngninst ('mills and determined to piny 
n trick on tho authorities. In those 
days even l he great hanks kept very 
small reserves of cash, and the playful 
prince thought out a plan to close 
CouttM 1 . So he sent his equerry round 
from Carlton House with n chock for 
£ 100 , 000 , fondly hoping Hint the bank 
would not be able to pay over the 
counter. The prince’s trick, however, 
failed of success, ns the wary old part- 
ner of the Strand bank proved equal 
to Hie occasion. He said ot once to 
the equerry, ‘How will his royal high- 
ness take the amount. In gold or notes V’ 
The eqii'Al'ry hesitated and then said 
lie had better go lmck to Carlton House 
tn inquire. So he departed, and Courts' 
had time to send to the Bank of Eng- 
land and get the cash required, hut it 
was not needed, as the prince regent, i 
seeing that Contis* hnd got the best 
of him, did not return the cheek In 
question.” 

Eggs That Can't Be Found.

found. There is the robin snipe: Its 
eggs have never been seen. An Eng- 
lish zoologist kept o limn going up and 
down the coast of Labrador for weeks 
purposely to get a robin snipe's egg. 

The bird Is known 
by thousands of people, but It breeds 
so far north and so remoie from any 
civilization that no scientific observer 
can ever get to Its nest ere the young 
are hatched and have taken to whig. 
The frigate bird that is so commonly 
seen at sen on l be Pacific and off the 
West Indies is such n solltury bird 
and Is so seldom seen In Its nest (lur- 
ing the hours of daylight Hint Its egg 
Is rare. It seems strange, but the 
eggs of so well known n bird as the 
sandpiper have never been found and 
are almost priceless.— London Globe.

LECTURE ON MARRIAGE. 

•A 

There was a large anti interested aud- 
ience at the lecture on "Marriage” giv- 
en last Sunday evening at the Church 
of the New Jerusalem, Newtonville, by 
the Rev. E. M. L. Gould, assistant min- 
ister of the church. The lecture as a 
whole was a strong plea for a deeper 
recognition of the sanctity and inviola- 
bility of the marriage relation, in the 
face of modern tendencies toward easy 
divorce and lightly-regarded infidelity] 

The speaker began by referring to the 
“sanction of the community” as the 
outward basis of marriage. There is 
reason to believe, on scientific grounds, 
that this sanction has always existed 
among men. and that monogamous mar- 
riage is the normal condition of hu- 
manity. But the community's sanction 
is at present weakened, and the value 
of marriage needs to he considered and 
accepted anew. Sociologists still usually 
support marriage on the grounds of its 
usefulness to society and of its fulfil- 
ment of the need of each sex for the 
companionship of the other. But these 
arc not enough. The Divine origin and 
sanction of true marriage needs to he 
more generally recognized. 

Thai there is such a sanction may he 
seen from such a saving of our Lord’* 
as "Whom Got! hath joined together". 
The marriage tie is implied in the na- 
ture of God. because the union of male 
and female is a picture of the union of 
Divine Knowledge and Divine Purpose 
through which He governs the universe 
For in a true marriage, fthe bond of 
which is a union of minds and souls') 
the male mind, essentially intellectual, 
is combined witli the female mind, es- 
sentially affectional. and through this 
specialized co-operation each partner is 
most useful to society. This increased 
usefulness is another basis of the sanc- 
tity of marriage, since the law of ser- 
vice is the first law of religion. Mar- 
riage is sacred most of all because in 
it is given the most perfect opportunity 
for unselfishness, which is the verv es- 
sence of God Himself. But it follows 
from alt these facts that true marriage 
cannot exist with the contentious, the 
selfish or the idle. 

Finally, there is true marriage in the 
hereafter. The bond which our Lord 
says is dissolved is the merely material 
one. which cannot nf course have force 
in a spiritual world. But the marriage 
whose bond is in the heart will last for- 
ever, and will bring ever-increasing 
love and happiness. Even the unhappily 
married in this world n»av look to a 
perfect marriage in the hereafter if 
they develop the potentiality of it here 
hv absolute faithfulness to the earthly 
contract. But most unhappy marriages 
would he avoided if people took the re- 
la non more seriously and regarded its 
obligations as sacre I above all others. 
Ami much of the unhappiness after 
nunriage could he avoided if there were 
less selfishness and exaction and mop* 
sympathy ami consideration, “Let u« 
remember that true marriage is God’s

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 

An echo of the tight over the repeal 
of the bar and bottle bill of last week 
came on Monday when the reclassifica- 
tion of liquor licenses was considered. 
This wax an attempt to heat the devil 
of the liar and bottle bill around the 
stump and it was defeated hy practically 
the same vote as was cast in favor of 
retaining the bar and bottle bill. Repre- 
sentative Both fold lias bad a strenuous 
time the past few weeks, as House 
chairman of the Liquor Law commit- 
tee. as ho was in charge of the leave to 
withdraw report of that committee 
which was sustained by the House. Mr. 
Both fold has been the confidant of sev- 
eral legislators and their stories of the 
inllueitces which were brought to hear 
on them to repeal the hill are most in- 
teresting. Representative Kilpatrick of 
Loxvell told the House that his vote for 
the liar and bottle hill last year hail 
caused his business to drop off $2 | NX) 
but he intended to stick to his position. 

It is a sad commentary on the vctiialily 
of the times, hut the staunchness of the 
representatives who adhered to their 
convictions regardless of attempts to 
change tltcjr vote, is a matter of con- 
gratulation. The effort to change the 
vote of last Thursday, when the classi- 
fication hills came tip Monday was quite 
marked, hut only 5 representatives 
crossed over.

Of course the real event this week 
at Beacon hill was the hearing on the , 
proposed metropolitan advisory coun- 
cil hill and the Boston papers have giv- 
en that so fully that it is needless for , 
me to repeat what they have said. It 
can he truthfully said, however, that 
the pointed questions asked hy the com- 
mittee of the petitioners were not met 
as fully as possible and that the ques- 
tions asked were mostly hostile to the 
measure. It is said about the State 
House that a large majority of the ■ 
committee will be adverse to the bill 
and that there will he an cITorl to over- j 
turn its report. 

Mr. E. K. Hall of Ncxvtonville, as 
counsel for the Telephone company has 
also been a busy man the past two 
weeks in opposing the many proposi- 
tions before the Legislature which 
would compel that public service cor- 
poration to fpniish free telephones, 
free service and apparently supply the 
breath needed for talking purposes any- 
wheres between Boston and Chicago. 
Some of the propositions put before 
the General Court in the name of the 
people are about as ridiculous as 
possible and the telephone business of- 
i fers an unlimited field for the crank pe- 
titioner. 

I Mr. Ellis is a dissenter of course, 
from the report of his committee on 
labor on the familiar “eight hour" bill 
which Governor Draper vetoed twice. It 
is the same old Ibil and will be passed 
the same old way and may and may not 
pass the Governor's scrutiny, for ’what 
Mr. Foss may do is always uncertain.

Mr. Albert Perry Walker, head- 
master of the Girls’ High School at 
Boston, died at his home on Birch Hill 
Road, Newton villc, early Tuesday morn 
ing. lie was forty-eight years of age, 
and had been a teacher in the Boston 
schools for twenty-three years, having 
been headmaster of the Girls' High 
School for four years. 

Mr. Walker was horn in Alton Bay, 
N. H., and was the son of Charles D. 
and Hannah Perkins Perry. Following 
the death of his parents he was adopted 
hy Albert D. Walker and assumed the 
name of his foster parents. He was ed- 
ucated at Wesleyan University, and 
was a tutor in Latin and Greek and was 
a teacher at the Mitchell Bovs’ School 
at Billerica from 1884 to 1886. He was 
principal of the Grafton High School 
during 1886 and 1887, and was junior 
master in the English High School in 
Boston, teaching English and history 
from 1887 to 1898, anti was senior mas- 
ter the succeeding six years. He taught 
history in the Boston Normal School 
from 1904 to 1907. and had been head- 
master of the Girls’ High chool since 
Sent. I, 1907. 

Mr. Walker was an accomplished or- 
ganist anti had served in that canacity 
in churches at Middletown, Conn., 
Grafton and Newton. He was a member 
of the Phi Beta Kappa, Psi Upsilon, the 
New England History Teachers' Asso- 
ciation. of which he had been both sec- 
retary and president : the Massachusetts 
Education Association and the Ameri- 
can Historv Association. Mr. Walker 
was the editor of “Selections from 
‘Paradise Lost*,” issued in 1898: Mac- 
aulay’s “Essay on Milton.” in 1899. 
and a year later he published a similar 
treatise on Addison. He also was the 
author of “F.ssentials of F.nglish His- 
tory.” 

the news of Mr. Walker's sudden 
death caused profound grief at the 
Girls’ High School. The school flag was 
placed at half mast, and flowers were 
placed on his desk and also sent to his 
home. 

Funeral services of the simnlest 
character were held Thursday after- 
noon from the Swcdenhorgtan church 
and were conducted bv Rev. John God- 
dard. pastor of the church and Rev. Jay 
T. Stocking of Central church. There 
were many relatives, friends, business 
associates and representatives of organ- 
izations. to which deceased belonged, 
present including 55 instructors and l5fl 
pupils of the Girls High School and 
many masters of Boston schools. The 
remains were taken *to Middletown. 
Conn., for burial. 

The honorary pallbearers were Mess 
rs. George Roval •tUsifcr. Edward P. 
Hatch. Albert P. Crfrtcr, Enoch C. Ad- 
ams. headmaster of the Newton High 
School ; Wallace C. Rovdcii and Dr. 
William O. Hunt, all of Xewtonville.

The following extracts from the re- 
cently issued report nf the Superinten- 
dent of Schools of Spencer, are worthy 
of the serious attention of both 'parents 
and school authorities of this city. 

The schools of Spencer have been 
singularly Messed by the confidence of 
her citizens. Helpful criticisms and sug- 
gestions have been welcomed but the 
voice of the school tinker has seldom 
been hegrd in our land. 

For this wc express appreciation and 
gratitude. It is not so always and every- 
where. Within our horizon there arc 
times and places, where It seems as 
though everybody felt at liberty to grind 
his axe or inflict himself upon the 
schools. 

In a shadowy far-off way people rec- 
ognize that the education of a child is 
one of the most serious duties committed 
to man. That all the training, ex- 
perience and expert knowledge that 
can be brought to hear is none 
too much. Yet where experts fear 
to tread not a few straightway rush 
in to poke and monkey with education 
as though it were a plaything. 

The result of it all is that sometimes 
no small part of the energy of the guar- 
dians of the schools has to he spent in 
defending them not only from the mer- 
cenary, hut from the crude thinking of 
fidgeting well meaning people. The mon- 
ey changers would invade the temple of 
learning with tickets for lectures, fairs, 
whist parties, dances, lotteries, voting 
contests,- gifts, collections and charities 
of various sorts. 

I have had to drive out soap sellers 
with benevolent schemes of something 
for nothing: collectors “to save the ship 
Constitution,” and to turn a cold shoul- 
der to scout organizers who, it is said, 
failed to account for $50,000 collected 
from vouth. San Francisco elects scoun- 
drels to loot her treasury and sends to 
Spencer for “a penny school collection.’’ 
Even local organizations sometimes for- 
get that ottr young people Ijavc a pre- 
vious engagement of supreme import- 
ancc. 

Last April a thoughtful criticism of 
tlic high school was made hy one of our 
most esteemed citizens. On that same 
afternoon twenty-one nf the eighty-two 
pupils absented themselves from the 
school to rehearse for a local organiza- 
tion a play at the theatre. Tf the theatre 
is to have the right of way over the 
school the money so raised is at a fear- 
ful cost. 

All sorts of well meant “isms” are con 
| timially trying to pass the Cerberus at 
the school portal. Now it is some scheme 
for flag (Jay, war day, peace day, bird 
1 day. corn day, apple day, humane day, 
Mexico day. “with an appropriate song 
at a price reduced to twenty-five cents.” 
Then it is some crusade for savings 
hanks, life insurance, thrift, against 
profanity, alcohol, tobacco, or for some 
civic reform, social panacea, or worthy 
charity. 

Amateurs are not hack war! in offers 
“to assist” and in the modest request 
that other peoples’ children he turned 
over to their well-meant proselyting and 
that the freedom of youth be mortgaged 
with pledges of various sorts. Not all 
these tilings are bad but there is an ever- 
present danger that the good will get 
in the way of the best. While wc are 
seriously undertaking to cultivate self- 
reliance and a sense of independent per- 
sonal duty as the best basis nf character, 
citizenship and patriotism. — along come 
agitators and organizers wishing to form 
clubs, Knights, Scouts, and societies for 
this, that, and the other, with buttons, 
badges, banners, meets, and prizes to 
side-track the energy needed for school 
duties. 

Under the t«^nnnv of some fashion or 
tagging thev would supplant self re- 
liance by a gregarious subordination not 
far removed from the standards of the 
elan nod the gang. From all such. Good 
Lord deliver us. 

At the risk of misunderstanding and 
misrepresentation our teachers must not 
abdicate the trust committed to them 

Let our critics remember that the 
schools are burdened hy an ever-increas- 
ing shirking of parental responsibilities. 
Not a few expect the schools to vaccin- 
ate. to nrovUle glasses, to provide oper- 
ations for adenoids, to bathe, to comb, 
to care for the teeth, and to provide 
physicians and nurses for childhood’s 
ailments. 

The elements of farming, the use of 
tools, the household arts, once taught in 
the family as a matter of course, now 
outcasts are knocking at the school 
doors. Xo parent is obliged to teach his 
child anything about alcohol or tobacco, 
but by statute the teacher must attend to 
bo.li The parent mav promote the ice- 
cream tippling habit but tlic schools are 
compelled hv law to teach thrift,* 

If the schools must be the foster- 
parents of the children of a community 
thev have on their hands a large under- 
taking. Yet with all its shortcomings 
the school is the one efficient agent of 
the public which stands for discipline 
and the moral habits of punctuality, at- 
tention, and industry. It’ will not suffer 
by comparison with the family or with 
other public agencies. 

Its line of progress lies in the separa- 
tion of its special function from that 
of the parent and the church and in act- 
ing Well its own part. Differentiation and 
concentration is our greatest need and it 
is gratifying to find that the tide is 
turning that way.

The hearings held this week by the 
Legislative committee mi the 'Real 
Host on” bill of the Chamber of Com- 
merce have indicated that there is some 
sentiment in parts of the suburban dis- 
trict for a more logical and representa- 
tive control of certain metropolitan 
functions ol' government. While the ar- 
guments presented in opposition to the 
proposed bill are sound and sensible, 
the form of the bill is the real point of 
attack. Every thinking citizen realizes 
that the future will bring about somg 
centralization of municipal affairs, prob- 
ably in the fire and police departments 
where the need is most manifest. There 
should be then some authoritative and 
tlioro investigation made of ttye subject 
and when the proper time arrives there 
will be an accepted basis of facts upon 
which to work. This should not be left 
to an organization like the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, which would 
have, inevitably, a commercial bias, but 
should be done by an unpaid commis- 
sion of persons whose opinions would 
carry weight, and with whose conclu- 
sions, a large majority of people would 
be satisfied. 

The approaching spring will undoubt- 
edly bring in its train the usual number 
of needless and foolish grass and brush | 
fires. A little care by the everyday citi- 
zen as to the kind of day of which lie| 
allows the small hoy to burn up the ac- 
cumulated rubbish of winter, might re- 
duce the danger and save considerable 
wear and tear on the men and horses of 
the fire department. It is also said on 
good authority that the railroad com- 
pany can be held legally liable for every 
lire caused by sparks from its locomo- 
tives and residents along its line have 
a good opportunity, not only to render 
the city a great service by promptly 
reporting such fires, but such action, if 
sufficiently supported, might he a fac- 
tor is hastening the advent of electric- { 
ity as motive power. * 

I print in another column of this is- 
sue a few pertitnent and sensible ex 
tracts from the recent report of the 
superintendent of schools of Spencer, 
and which in my opinion have some 
bearing upon the school situation in this 
city.
